Reasoned statoment with regard to novelty, inventive etep or industrial applicability;

1 .1 Document WO-A-03042462 (Di ), which is considered to represent the most relevant 
state of the art, discloses (see figures 5-7) a dispenser (1 1 1 ) for releasing treatment 
composition into a toilet, and a fragrance into the surrounding room, comprising: 
a first block (1 37) of the treatment composition; 
a second blocl< ( 11 5) of material impregnated with the fragrance; and 
a housing (1 21 ) with apertures (1 27,1 29) for admitting water into the housing 
and for allowing the water to drain out of the housing, and having an interior 
space to house the first blocic (137) of the treatment composition for contact 
with the water. 



From this, the subject-medcter of independent claim 1 differs in that the housing is 
holding the fragrance bioci^ such that the fragrance biocic is positioned in an opening 
in a w^l of the housing and allows one major surface of the fre^rance blod^ to be 
exposed to the exterior of the housing and art opposed m^or surface of the fragrance 
blool^ to be In fluid communication with the interior space of the housing to allow it to 
emit fragrance through the housing apertures. 

The subject-matter of claim 1 is therefore novel (Artiole 33(2) POT). 

1 .2 The problem to be solved by the present invention may l3e regarded as simplifying 
the construction and improving the performance of a dispenser according to 
dooiment 01 . 

1 .3 The solution to this problem proposed In claim 1 of the present application is 
considered as involving an inventive step (Article 33(3) PCT) because it is neither 
known from, nor rendered ol3vious by, the available prior arL 

1 .4 Claims 2-1 8 are dependent on claim 1 and as such also meet the requirements of the 
PCT with respect to novelty and inventive step. 
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1 .5 The same reasoning applies, nnutatis mutandis, to the subject-matter of the 

corresponding Independent claim 22, which therefore is aiso considered new and 
inventive. 



2.1 Document D1 further discloses a method of manufacture of a dispenser comprising 
producing the housing and placing the fragrance material into chamber of the 
housing. 

From this, the subject-matter of independent claim 1 9 differs Iri that the fragrance 
material Is moulded into a wall opening of the housing of the dispenser. 

The subject-matter of claim 1 9 is therefore novel (Article 33(2) PCT). 

2.2 The problem to be solved by the present invention may be regarded as simplifying 
the method of manufacture and providing improved performance of a dispenser 
according to document D1 .

2 3 The solution to this problem proposed In claim 1 9 of the present application is 
considered as involving an Inventive step (Article 33{3) PCT) because it is neither 
known from, nor rendered obvious by, the available prior art
